Sadat says the

Senate majority wants

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — A ma- 
jority of the Senate, Republican 
leaders included, is supporting a 
resolution urging the Government 
to speed up sales of additional 
Phantom aircraft to Israel, accord- 
ing to the resolution's backers. 

The resolution, which contains 
implied criticism of the State 
Department's Middle East policy, 
has already been signed by more 
than 50 of the 100 Senators, it was 
stated. 

The resolution is expected to gain 
at Jeast 70 names before it is in- 
troduced in the Senate this week, 
the backers said. 

‘Senate sources said the resolu- 
tion reflects a feeling among some 
Senators that the ‘U.S. is trying 
to force an Israeli withdrawal from 
the Suez Canal without sufficient 
protection for Tsrael’s security. 

It contends that the Soviet 
Unlon’s supply of” supersonic. jet 
fighters and the deployment of 
pilots to Arab countries has serious- 
ly affected the milttary balance in 
the Middle East. 

The resolution says that such ac- 


tions “have encouraged certain 
Arab states to resist peace nego- 
tlations and to threaten the re- 
sumption of war.” 

The resolution says that “the US., 
without further delay, should take 
affirmative action on Israel's pend- 
ing request for F-4 Phantom air- 
eraft, and provide such supporting 
equipment and assistance as are es- 
sential to maintain Israel's deterrent 
capability.” 

The chief sponsors of the, resolu- 
tion are a bipartisan group of 12 
‘Senators, including Republican leader 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania and 
Robert Dole of Kansas, chairman of 
the Republican National Committee, 

They said in a letter to their col- 
leagues that “serious negotiations 
leading to a durable peace settle- 
ment are highly unlikely as long as 
the Arab states hope eventually to 
defeat Israe] militarily.”

PARIS (UPI). ~ French and Amer- 
ican police have “broken an inter- 
national narcotics ring with five ar- 
rests and the biggest hau! of he- 
roin ever made in France." ἃ police 
official said yesterday.

grams of pure heroin. 

The fifth, person, Roger Priess, 
was arrested in the Waldorf Astoria 
Hotel barin New York on Thursday 
shortly after his arrival from 
France, He will be tried in the U.S. 

Le Mouel, in an apparent effort 
to answer American critics of the 
French effort to crush drug traffic 
from France to the U.S., said the 
seizure and arrests “demonstrate, 
despite the polemics, the perfect 
cooperation between American and 
French police.”

PARIS. — Abba Eban revealed on 
Friday that Egyptian Foreign Min- 
ister Mahmoud Riad agreed to meet 
him in Cyprus three years ago — 
and then cancelled the meeting at 

the last minute. 

Mr. Eban told "Le Figaro’s” 
Middle East specialist Yves Cuau 
during an exclusive interview; “I 
almost met Mr. Riad in Cyprus 
during the summer of 1968. I had 
gone to Nicosia at the invitation 
of Dr. Jarring, the United Nations 
Mediator, and a meeting with my 
opposite number had been ἃ, 
Riad changed his mind at the very 
last moment,” 

The Israeli Foreign Minister, who 
during his speech to the Council of 
Europe in Strasbourg Thursday 
said he was ready to meet Riad 
wherever the Egyptian chose, told 
his Interviewer: “I'd even meet 
him In Paris. And, you know, I 
would even go to Cairo.” 

When Mr. Cuau suggested that 
Mr. Eban's reference to 2 “Medi- 
terranean community" had a some- 
what Gaullist ring, the Minister 
smiled and said: “Our objectives 
are not exactly the same but the 
Mediterranean is also ἃ crossroads 
for Israel and we too have an Afri- 
can vocation, In fact we have pre- 
cisely 29 embassies in different Af- 
riean countries.” 

FRENCH OPPOSITION 

Commenting on Franco-Israeli rel- 
ations, Mr, Eban said: “I had a 
long meeting with Maurice Schu- 
mann, the French Foreign Minister, 
in New York at the headquarters of 
our delegation. We succeeded in ex- 
pressing our standpoints clearly, 
even though they remained far 
apart on important points.” 

In Strasbourg, Mr. Eban said that 
despite prolonged talks with Mr. 
Schumann at the U.N., “I was not 
able to record any tangible progress 
on the problems that have recently 
troubled Franco-Israeli relations." 


He confirmed that France was 
mow the only Government in the 
E.E.C. opposed to granting Israel 
“generalized preferences” δια con- 
cessions, as had been done for 92 
other developing countries. This, he 
said, was the most serious cloud 
hanging over Israel's relations with 
Europe. A grave wrong risked being 
done to his country. 

Asked whether the Israel Govern- 
ment would be ready to accept a 
refund of the price of the fifty 
Mirage warplanes under embargo in 
France, the Minister said he did not 
wish to reply to the question at the 
present time. 

Mr. Eban said he did not share 
the “fetishism for dates" of Pres- 
ident Anwar el-Sadat, who has stat- 
ed that 1971 will be a decisive year, 
adding: “For my part, I do not 
think the deadline of the month of 
January has a special significance. 
But it js quite possible that the 
Israeli proposais which the Egyp- 
tians now refuse, will be a cause of 
tomorrow among the 


Asked about reports Israel was 
developing ἃ missile capable of 
delivering ἃ nuclear warhead, he 
said these were “entirely specula- 
tive.”

18 SENTENCED TO 
DEATH IN TURKEY 


ISTANBUL (Reuter}, — A military 
court in Ankara yesterday ordered 
the execution of 18 ple — the 
greatest number sentenced to death 
in a single case in the 50 years of 
the Turkish Republic. 

They were accused of attempting 
to overthrow the state by force, of 
Kidnapping American servicemen, 
bank robbery and other acts of vio- 
lence. 

The 18 were brought into the 
court for sentencing in pairs, under 
a strong military guard. 

In the first pair was Deniz Gez- 
mis, principal defendant and self- 

rofessed member of the under- 
Pound “Turkish Liberation Army.” 
As they were led out of the court- 


room, Gezmis and several others 
shouted: “Long live independent 
Turkey.” 


Three more accused, including 
the only woman, were sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment, to be fol- 
lowed by 20 months’ exile in remote 
provincial towns. They had been 
found guilty of helping the main 
defendants when they were on the 
runt 

Another three defendants were ac- 
quitted. 

At the outset of the trial, Gezmis 


confessed to the kidnapping of five 
American Alr Force men in sepa- 
rate incidents earlier this year. The 
servicemen were released shortly 
after their abduction. 

He also admitted two bank rob- 
beries to raise funds for the Libera- 
tion Army — militant wing of the 
revolutionary youth movement of 
which he was a leader. 

The case was one of several being 
heard by military courts in which 
other alleged members of the under- 
ground Liberation Army are on trial 
for their lives. They include one 
gvoup charged with the kidnapping 
and murder of the Israeli Consuil- 
General in Istanbul, Mr. Ephraim 
Blrom, and another group accused 
of Kidnapping, 
acts of violence. 

A growing wave of violence by 
political extremists in Turkey led 
last March to a military ultimatum 
calling for reform and to the re- 
signation of Mr. Suleyman Demirel's 
Justice Party administration. To 
restore order in the country, the 
new Premier, Dr. Mihat Erim, pro- 
claimed martial law in 11 provinces, 
A severe crackdown by the military 
on all forms of extremist political 
activity followed.

Gaddafi’s ‘messianism 
has caused rift 
with colleagues’

PARIS. — The “International Herald 
Tribune" reported yesterday that 
the resignation last month of Libyan 
President Muammar Gaddafl was 
prompted by profound ideological 
differences hetween him and other 

Libyan revolutionary leaders. 

The “Herald Tribune” said re- 
ports from several independent sour- 
ees confirmed this interpretation of 
the temporary withdrawal by Gad- 
dafl from Libya's political scene. 

The paper reported that Libya's 
Vice-President, Major Abdel Salam 
Jalloud, told Egyptian President 
Sadat in Calro on September 26 
that Gaddafi had been replaced 
briefly by Interior Minister Abdel 
Houanl. 

The reports said that Gaddafi’s 
pan-Arabism and “messianic insist- 
ence on Arab unity and Moslem 
puritanism™ had separated him from 
Jalloud, Houni and other members 
of the Libyan regime who regard 
themselves ag Libyan nationalists. 

The newspaper reported that Gad- 
dafi had withdrawn his resignation 
at the request of the Libyan Army. 
But it added: “However, indications 
are that a deep split still remains 
in the Revolutionary Council and 
Gaddafl may not be able to keep 
support for much longer.” 

The paper said that almost all 
of Libya's Arab nelghbours would 
prefer to sce 28-year-old Major Jal- 
loud, tough-minded chief bargainer 
in his country's recent negotiations 
with foreign oi} purchasers, at the 
helm.

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The common man is deeply affected by monetary crises — and his 
response can affect their outcome. Yet he does not understand them. 
This, according te MOSHE ATER, Economic Editor of The 
Jerusalem Post, is in large measure due to the technical jargon used by 
politicians and economists, often in order to deliberately confuse. He 
bleads for the fiscal authorities to take the people into their confidence. 


Money talks—in jargon 


T= gap between professional 

economists — agitated by an 
alleged world monetary crisis, and 
the ordinary man, unaware of any 
untoward development except some 
inconvenience in computing trans- 
fers abroad -- has perhaps never 
been wider. This is partly due to 
the complexity of modern economic 
problems. But it must also te 
blamed on the highly technical jar- 
gon employed by both economists 
and politicians. Moreover, in many 
cases the real issues are disruised 
instead of being elucidated for pub- 
lic understanding. 

Take gold. The public is en- 
couraged to believe that it is a 
“barbaric relic’ which for some 
reason retained its grip on world 
economy, but has at iong last been 
“demonetarized” by President Nixon 
with the concensus of top economic 
experts, opening the way for plan- 
ned expansion of “liquidity” in ac- 
cordance with people’s actual re- 
quirements. This is patently untrue. 

While gold is almost never used 
as means of payment, it has re~ 
tained its role — for lack of a 
better instrument — as an inter 
national yardstick of values, and as 
ἃ major monetary reserve. The bert 
Prost ot es is America’s refusal 

part w: its remaining id 
hoard or to change its ‘oftoial 
valuation, which should be irrele- 
vant if gold does not matter any- 
more. No lesser proof is the .in- 
sistence of most other ern- 
ments — headed by the IMF —. 
on ἃ “realignment of currencies” 
based on their gold content. And, 
recent developments have strength- 
ened the chances of an eventual 
gold revaluation, though this is now 
considered a side issue, and not 
ἃ remedy to the monetary problem. 

Official disguise 

The official version serves parcly 
as a disguise for the unpleasant 
fact that for better or for worse 
the U.S. has defaulted on its com- 
mitment to pay its obligation in 
gold metal, For practical purposes 
it shut the “gold window” already 
in March 1968, but in a few cases 
payments were still made in gold 
on special request, until President 
Nixon's announcement that the 
dollar is no more convertible. (in 
gold) than any other currency. 

On top of this the official ver- 
sion tends to create the impression 
that gold — in its old, few, but 
vital, functions — has been replaced 
by something else. There is much 
talk about the role to be 
by the “special drawing rights”, 
introduced by the IMF two years 
ago, and _ hop nicknamed 
- gold”, or .by- credit, “swap” 

central banks or just by “in- 
ternational cooperation.” But the 
obvious fact is that none of these 
can be relied upon for the time 
being. It is just because swaps and 
SDRs have proved inadequate, and 
international cooperation has failed, 
that Germany, the U.S., Japan, 
France and other governments have 
decided to pursue their national 


policies independently of each other. 
The Bretton Woods monetary system 
based on gold as 2 common deno- 
minator, presupposed a minimum of 
mutual adjustment. Now no code 
of monetary behaviour is left in 
force. One may hope that knock- 
ing together the heads of the go- 
vernments concerned is the best 
way to teach them commonsense 
and teamwork, but that is hardly 
what the public is Jed to expect. 
And some observers — eg. Mr. 
Schweitzer, the IMF managing 
director — are obviously worried 
that many nations, in particular the 
weaker ones, may fare rather bad- 
ly mm the process, Σ 
Speculative movements 
Again, take fluctuating exchange 
rates. Whether they are advocated 
or opposed, they are — as a rule — 
represented as a technical device 
which may inconvenience commer- 
cial transactions, but are a sure 
help it speculative flows of 
hot money which tend to generate 
— to “export” -— inflation. A 
system of national currencies inter- 
changeable at fluctuating rates 15 
popularly seen as more inflation- 
proof than a system based on fixed 
parities. However, that too is a 
mixture of truth and fiction. 
Speculative movements of liquid 
capital are indeed likely to be dis- 
couraged if exchange rates are not 
fixed, Le. may move both up and 
down, so that speculators may be 
forced to pay more for the cur- 
rency they want, and lose on the 
currency they get rid of. But that 
could be achieved also by such de- 
vices as the “crawling peg’ 
“wider bands", without altogether 
abandoning the gold standard. The 
crucial element in the new system 
is that the national currencies are 
no longer intrinsically convertible, 
Le. that their conversion is no longer 
guaranteed by the central bank at 
any rate of exchange, and must be 
carried out in the market, by balauc- 
ing eventual demand and supply. 
The obvious advantage of this 
situation is that the central banks 
need no longer worry about the 
adequacy of their (gold or foreign 
currency) reserves, indeed about 
the state of their balance of pay- 
ments, because it is now expected 
to be self-regulating. Thus shortage 
of foreign currency income is ex- 
pected to push up exports by putting 
8 premium on export proceeds 
because an unsatisfied demand for 
foreign currency would up its rate 
of exchange —- without any spe- 
cial policies introduced to that end. 
Needless to say are 
not presumed to operate exactly 
seccording to this theoretical- model. 
Even fluctuating rates do not move 


up and down wildly, because cen- ~ 


tral banks still interfere in the ex- 
change markets, and do not rely on 
the balance of payments to take 
care of itself, But they are no longer 
compelled to do that. As a result, 
goveruaments are now freer to 
pursue expansive economic policies 
without risking default on their 
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foreign exchange accounts. As 
a matter of fact, this was the 
reason for President Nixon's dis- 
continuing the dollar convertibility 
as a precautionary measure once he 
set upon a new policy of 
reflation. 

Similar reasons will have pre- 
vailed also in Britain and Japan 
Fluctuating rates may therefore bar 
imported inflation, but they also 
open the way for a home-made one. 
Should full employment, excess in- 
vestment and consumption, bring 
in their wake a deficit in the coun- 
try’s balance of payments, the re- 
sultant scarcity of forelgn currency’ 
would up its exchange rate, and 
the price of imported goods and 
services, ie. it would give another 
push to the price inflation — but 
no more than that. And higher cost 
of imports could serve as a pretext 
for yet more government spending 
intended to offset it. 

People in this country know that 
such a course can be pursued even 
with a fixed exchange rate by a 
system of surcharges, subsidies, 
premiums. and other fiscal devices 
which make it possible to maintain 
inflation almost indenfinitely. But 
it goes without saying that 
it will be even easier without the 
constraint imposed by convertibility. 


Choices of the future 


In future — wrote “The Times” — 
the real choice will be no more 
between domestic growth and the 
protection of the balance of pay- 
ments — as has been the case 
hitherto — hut between domestic 
wth and inflation. While the 
Bretton Woods system was aimed 
at encouraging the growth of in- 
ternational trade. the system of 
fluctuating exchange rates insulates 
national economies and facilitates 
their independent growth, with all 
the prospects and the risks involv- 
ed. 


The outstanding economic growth 
achieved by all countries in the 
post-war period was spearheaded by 
the unprecedented expansion of 
world trade, with exports (and im- 
ports) exceeding by far the growth 
achieved in the home markets. 
Over the past decade world exports 
were rising by an annual 7.5 per cent 
{at real terms), while world GNP 
was advancing by 5 per cent, As 
time went on the difference tended 
rather to widen. In 1969 world 
trade advanced 10 per cent, m 
1970 still 8.5 per cent, while the 
growth rate of the GNP remained 
almost the same. As a consequence 
substantial economies of scale could 
be achieved in many cases, ie. 
Productivity of human .and. mater- 
ial-resourees-could- be improved. - - 
Moreover this growth has been 
accompanied by a spread of pro- 
duction Into new regions, because 
@ substantial part of internation- 
al trade was concerned with invest- 
ments, and GNP was growing fast- 
er In agricultural countries than in 
Industrial ones. The increasing eco- 
nomic interdependence of nations, 
their mutual adjustment owing to 
liberalization of trade, capital and |

ture eannot be seen as very conso- 
jing. The basic contradiction lies. 
in that while nearly all those ques- 
tioned seem to believe that there is 
no happiness without children, 
almost four-fifths have no wish for 
more than one or twoof them. The 
paper indicates its own approval 
for “a group of practical rationa- 
Msts” (the 8 per cent) who have 
decided on their programme: they 
believe one child grows up an 
egotist, two children sre too few, 
three are just right. “Rabochaya

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31/2% of new immigrants leave 
after one year, survey shows

COMERS from the free 
countries of the West tend to 
arrive as potential immigrants (2 
Category of temporary resident), 


~ and there ia a relatively high per- 


centage of people going back. Set- 
tlers originating from the Eastern 
countries are immigrants proper. 
They stay — but their qualifications 
are less impressive. 

These conclusions emerge from 
the continulng Survey on the Ab- 
sorption of Immigrants, organized 
Jointiy by the Ministry of Immig- 
rant Absorption, the Institute uf 
Appited Soclal Research, and the 
Central Bureau of Statistics. 

Each month, 100 new arrivais are 
Interviewed. They undergo repeat in- 
terviews after two months, six 
months, one year, two years and 
three years. The project wag launch- 
ed in September, 1969; therefore, 
by September of next year, there 
will be a permanent (though ever- 
changing) sample of 3,600 new Is- 
raelis under study. They are divided 
for statistical analysis into groups 
of 400 (the number of new members 
in the sample every four months). 

Information has been published 
concerning the 15,000 persons who 
arrived in the country between Sep- 
tember and December, 1969. They 
comprise 7,500 persons aged 18 or 
over — of whom, according to the 
sample study, 5,300-are immigrants 
(222 of them, or 4.2 per cent, from 
the American continents, mainly 
from the U.S.) and 2,200 potential 
immigrants (1,210 of them, or more 
than half, from America). 

Places of origin other than the 
Americas were Asia-Africa, Eastern 
Europe and Western Europe, but 
two-thirds of the Western Euro- 
peans are the offspring of parents 
born in Asia or Africa, This ex- 
Plains why a majority of all settlers 
from places other than the Americas 
are full Immigrants. They come, 
either directly or at one remove, 
from countries where Jews do not 
enjoy proper freedom or full equali- 
ty.

Blaze destroys

Rubin exhibits

HAIFA. — An exhibition of draw- 
ings and paintings by Reuven Rubin 
opened at the Goldman Art Gallery 
on Mount Carmel last night. The 
42-piece show is the artist's first in 
Haifa, It also includes a series of 
12 lithographs on the life of King 
David. It represents 50 years of 
Rubin’s work and include gouaches 
and water colours. 

At a meeting with the press in 
the Rubins’ home at Caesarea, 
the 78-year-old artist explained 
his love for olive trees, a frequent 
motif in his work. He considers the 
olive very much like the Jewish 
people, adapting itself to every si- 
tuation and outliving every other 
tree. 

In his garden he has two trans- 
planted olives, flourishing to defy 
experts’ advice that they would not 
survive so near the sea; inside the 
villa an olive trunk serves as ἃ 
pillar in the spacious Lving room. 

‘The artist estimated that he had 
done 2,000 paintings during his 
career. ᾿

Dr. Ephraim Ahiram, head of re- 
search in the Absorption Ministry, 
draws attention to the positive as- 
pect. “Immigration at present is 
of an exceptionally high calibre, and 
it is remarkable that so many stay,” 
-— presumably simce persons with 
top qualifications are relatively more 
mobile than others. 

Also mobile are young unmarried 
persons, a category which includes 
ἃ good many students. Only 20 per 
cent of the full immigrants (the 
group which tends to remain in 
Israel} are aged 18-24, while almost 
half the potentlal immigrants (who 
are more prone to go back) delong 
to that age group, The highest 
emigration rate ἴδ for unmarried 
women in the same age group (28- 
29 per cent). 

Half of the potentlal immigrants 
have more than 12 years' schooling 
(that is, went to college), as against 
21.3 per cent of the full immigrants 
(and 14 per cent of the Israeli po- 


pulation}. Three-guarters visited Is- 
vrael before immigrating (as against 
one-quarter of the full immigrants). 
Half belonged to a Zionist organiza- 
tlon (a5 against a quarter of the 
full immigrants). Nearly half had 
jobs in the liberal or technical pro- 
fessions (as against a quarter of 
the full immigrants). 

After a year in Israel, almost 40 
per cent of the full immigrants 
could sot yet speak Hebrew, as 
against 11 per cent of the potential 
immigrants. The latter have more 
contact with Israeli social life, and 
&re more satisfied with their jobs. 

Both groups show a surprisingly 
favourable reaction to their housing 
(more than half are “definitely sa- 
tisfted,” and over 80 per cent are 
“definitely” or “fairly satisfied”). 

Statisticians in of the sur- 
vey explain that there appears to 
‘be no significant correlation between 
Yissatisfaction with conditions in Is- 
rael and re-emigration: nor is it 
known yet how many of those who 
leave the country come back for a 
second try later. These questions 
may be the subject of research in 
the future. 


Suspects held 
for ambush 
near Beit Sahur

BETHLEHEM, — A number of vil-- 


lagers residing near Belt Sahur, 
south of here, were detained over 
the week-end by security forces for 
questioning regarding Thursday's 
terrorist ambush of a civitan truck 
in the area.

Three men were slightly wounded 
in the ambush, when automatic fire 
was opened at the truck carrying

the truck driver, were sent to Ha- 
dassah Hospital. 

The ‘driver had ‘lost his way and 
was heading back to Belt Sahur in 
the early evening when the ambush 
occurred. The area is near the 
southern Hebron Hills, which have 
been the scene of several terrorist 
attacks in the past three years. 

Later in the day, the Fatah is- 
sued a statement claiming respon- 
sibility for the attack. Claiming the 
truck was a military vehicle, the 
Fatah said that ita men “threw 
g§renades, killing and wounding 51] 
enemy passengers.”

Sea workers

BERERSHEBA. The Dead Sea

Mr. Jacques Amir, secretary of 


the Dead Sea Labour Council, said 


the late Prime Minister Levi 
Hshkol once told him that getting 
the Works’ employees to Sdom is 
one of the country's toughest prob- 
Jems. Since then, said Mr, Tamir, 
efforts have been made to solve the 
problem. At present, it takes Sdom 
workers three hours to get ‘to 
work from Beersheba, and only 
slightly less time from Arad and 
Dimona. 

A few months ago Mr. Amir, 
on a visit to France, learned that 
the practice of transporting work- 
ers to and from their jobs by air- 
plane is widespread. As a result, 
Kannaf Aviation Services Lid. of 
Tel Aviv, has been asked to pre- 
pare a proposal for flying the Sdom 
workers to aud from their jobs. 
The airline proposes to use a fleet 
of ten-seater aircraft, which would 
make the trip from Beersheba 
in 15 minutes, and from Arad or 
Dimona in about 10 minutes. The 
cost to the company would be 
approximated YL5m. annually. 

At present, the company pays 
its workers’ bus fares, which total 
about Ii1.5m. a year, and another 
ται. in “partial travel time 
pay.” 

(ir. Amir is eager to have the 
company adopt the "Skytrain" plan, 
which, he said, would be a great 
boon to the workers’ morale. If 
the plan is not adopted, he says, 
the Council will ask for retirement 
of company workers after 20 years 
in service.. (At present, workers 
retire upon reaching the age of 62.)

Roy Elston dead in Ireland 


Roy Elston, the British writer and 
journalist who became famous for 
his “Column One” in The Post dur- 
ing the years 1945-1956 under 
the pseudonym of David Courtney, 
died in Ireland at the end of last 
month, The pews of his death be- 
came known ‘here only through an 
obituary that wag published last 
Thursday in London by “The Times.” 

He had left Israel over four years 
ago, shortly before the Six Day War, 
and came back for only two brief 
visits since. He informed his friends 
in Haifa some time ago that he was 
giving up the flat on Mount Carmel 
which had been put at his disposal 
by the Haifa Municipality. 

“The Times” said of him that he 
was “one of those rare and valuable 
Engtishmen” who on otcasion consi- 
der their Government to be so in 
the wrong that honour compels 
them to defy it and to give their 
support to those in political conflict 
with it. Roy Elston gave his sup- 
port to the Zionist cause during the 
final years of the British Mandate. 

In 1943 ‘the was sent from London, 
where he had been editor of the 
BBC European Service, to run Allied 
broadcasts beamed towards Central 
and Southeastern Europe from Je- 
rusalem. Here he found himself 
strongly attached to the idealism of 
the Jewish ploneers and convinced 
that the final solution for the eur- 
viving victims of the Nazi Holocaust 
could only He in the creation of a 


Jewish State in Palestine. 

At the end of the war, he refused 
offers of further work in broad- 
casting and stayed on in Palestine 
where he began to write a daily 
column on world affairs in the 
then Palestine Post under the pseu- 
donym of David Courtney—the 
name of an admired uncle whohad 
in ‘this day been pro-Boer. As the 
struggle of the Jews with the Bri- 
Hsh became more bitter, “Column 
One"—to the fury of the Mandatory 
administration—contained scathing 
denunciations of SBevin's, policy, 
moving accounts of the landing of 
illegal immigrants or the turning 
back of immigrant ships to Cyprus. 
Roy Elston became something of a 
folk hero ang at a time when the 
Jews found it hard not to think of 
all the British as enemies, his writ- 
ing helped to make them aware 
that they still had British friends. 

When the Jewish State was de- 
clared in May, 1948, Roy Elston 
Stayed on in Jerusalem, almost the 
only nonJew in the Jewish sector, 
to endure the hardships’ of the siege 
with its inhabitants and to inspire 
them by writing with great simpli- 
elty and beauty of their courage. 

On Monday, February 2, 1948, 
when The Post was bombed, he 
wrote one of his most famous 
columns that began: “The truth is 
louder than TNT. and burns 
brighter than the flames of arson. 
It will win In the end.”

End near to 
Rogosin strike

ASHDOD. — The Rogosin Fibre 
Works labour dispute, now more 
than two months old, ls expected to 
be settled this morning. An agree- 
ment was reached on Friday be- 
tween the management and the 
works committee in which the 
workers will recelve 50 per cent of 
their strike pay, while the 45 dis- 
missed personnel at the nylon fibres 
department will be transferred to 
other departments. A few “unem- 
Ployable” workers will be pensioned 
off, it was also agreed. 

As of late last night, workers at 
ἃ general mecting was still debat- 
ing whether to ratify the agree- 
ment, But the decision was ex- 
pected to be im the affirmative. 

A management spokesman said 
last night that If the workers agree 
to return, steps would be token 
tomorrow to ready the plant for 
resumption of operations by next 
week, 

The Rogosin plant workers com- 
mittee on Fridey agreed with the 
management that work should be 
resumed today, after the workers 
apologized for having prevented the 
management from entering the pre- 
mises of the factory. The wage 
agreement will be elaborated in direct 
negotiations between the parties. 


The agreement was promoted by 
the head of the Trade Union De- 
partment of the ‘Histadrut, Mr. 
Uriel Abrahamowiez. The final 
meeting on Friday was chaired by 
Mr. Yitzhak Ben-Aharon, Seeretary- 
General of the Histadrut, and was 
attended by Rogosin management 
representatives as well as Ministry 
of Finance officlals responsible for 
Government-sponsored enterprises.
